Harrisbug, May 29.— Reapportionment of Pennsylvania 
Congressional Districts now rests with G overnor Pinchot who 
by law has thirty clays in which to consider and act on the 
redistricting bill passed in the waning minutes of the 1931 
Legislature. 
Hie bill separates Bucks county from M ontgom ­ 
ery, and places it with Lehigh in the new 9th district. M ont­ 
gomery county becomes a new, separate district, to be called 
the I 7th, in the new bill. Berks, now linked with Lehigh, also 
would be a separate district, the I 4th.
